The invention drawn to Claims 1 to 18 relates to an art which makes it 
possible to recognize a real size of the object in accordance with the 
three-dimensional information of the object, and the invention drawn to 
Claims 19 and 20 is identical with the invention drawn to Claims 1 to 18 in 
the point of utilization of the image including the three-dimensional 
positional information of the object. However, the above identical art is only a 
well-known art. 

As the present application violates Section 37 of the Patent Law, the 
invention drawn to Claims other than Claims 1 to 18 is not examined with 
regards to the requirements other than under Section 37 of the Patent Law. 

Reason 2 

The invention according to below-mentioned claims of this application 
is such as could readily be inferred, on the basis of disclosures in the 
publication listed below distributed prior to the filing date of this application 
in Japan and/or foreign countries, by those who have common knowledge in 
the technical field to which the invention belongs. Hence, under the provision 
of paragraph 2 of Section 29 of the Patent Law, it cannot be patented.
